Dear Mr. President: 

Durtng the r»as( two 
«feeks I have corusiiiered 
wrltkng you msny time?,, 
bui 1 he-ïïatcd fearing I 
would be accused of nat 
contacting otber subordin¬ 
atie officials first. Hccause 
l have written letters 10 
my Coogressman, Sena¬ 
tors, and many otber in- 
fJiiemial people and have 
rételved no significant 
response, l now write to 
you as a last resort* 

l arn a reservist in the 
U5 Navy serving In the 
I3th month of a 24 mofHh 
tnliBtment. 1 was smloned 


at Air Anti-Submarine 
Squadron 4[ on North ts- 
land # Sar Diego urulJ Au¬ 
gust 20, L969* when 1 was 
trarslerred to Midway Is¬ 
lam!, Present]y on leave, l 
ani to report 10 my new 
duïy station by September 
7, 1969. 

it is my content ion that 
my transfer Is unjust, be- 
cause it Is punitive and 
based on discrimlnatlon, 
boih ideolQglcal and raclal* 
Hecause i have no tangiblË 
evlttence, this charge is 
extreme ly difflcult to 
prove, AlsOp being an en- 
llsied man with a raie of 
Seaman, it is almost ini- 
possibVe to licht this type ol 


is perperrated hy high 
ranking officers as it is in 
my case, Because of the 
difficulty of my poslïlon, I 
can only say that if the In¬ 
formation in this letter 
proves to be incorrect, 
af ter a tborough study is 
conducied, I wlll gladty go 
to Midway IsJand. 

Being as brief as poES- 
ible, tbe faccs involvingmy 
transfer are as follows: 

1) My tour of Cümpletion 
date or the date when 1 
ara supposed toleave North 
I sfand, ertiéred in my ser¬ 
vice record is July 22,1970, 

2) Of the 5 reservlsts that 
entered the squadron in 
August of 1968 , ] am the 
only one to be transfer red,, 
and I am the only black 
reservist. 

3ï Indirecüy,! have beui the 
object of several racial 
slurs. Two yeomcn In our 
squadron referred fo iwo 
white friends of mine as 
J 'niggerwlovers* becauseof 
tbeir assem latiort with me 
and otber black people. 

4) Because [ was otiispoken 
in my criüclsm of the in- 
tolerable living condiiLüna 
that feJci&tfed in our 
barracks. 1 was regarded 
wtih susplclon. Alsq p after 
many discussion.s wlthoffi- 
cers aboui the racialprob- 
iem in America, I was 
regarded as a radical 
and I lost favor in ihe 
squadron,, This is under- 
siandable eince the 


offlcerB* viewpointG were 
that the racist problem 
wou Ld have eolved itself If 
lt bad been leff aione and 
that black people are in- 
beremly Eaay, 

51 En a meeting wlih the 
executlve officer of vs^41 
and several enllsted men, 
] very candldly des-crlbed 
incident fi in the squardon 
deallng with radii ] preJu- 
dice and threats directed 
at enlisted men to keep 
them from readlng "under- 
ground p I Herat ure which 
was apearing in the bar- 
jacks, 

6) A friend of mine named 
Thomas I. T sekey of the 
samc squadron «as 
recently court-martLaled 
Tor passing out liierature 
on base agairst tbe orders 
of his commarding officer. 
Des pi te a warning from niy 
divislon officer to stay out 
of the trial, thinking it my 
duty, 1 lestified at the 
court-martial as a wltness 
for the defense. Jusi3daye 
afier the trial, I recetved 
notification that I wou ld be 
transferred. 

In my 13 months In the 
Navy, I have never seen 
nor heard about a transfer 
filled wlth as many irregu- 
Jarities as mine, They are 
as foliows; 

L) Usually Lr the Navy aman 
with lese ihan a year to 
serve is not iraitsferredh i 
have 11 mcmths left before 
I am dlschar£ed T 

2) üriginaHy, [wasnoüfied 
of my transfer on a Tburs- 
day and ï was supposed 
to leave the next day, but 
my divislon offlcer intèr- 
vened and obtained a de- 
lay. 

3) Usuaïly when a man 
transfers from one duty 
station to another he re- 
celves time ro vislt home 
and take care of hls per- 
sonal business, bui my or¬ 
ders included no leave 
time. in fact, when I te- 
Quested leave from the per- 
sonnel officer of the 
squardon, he refased to 


grant it to me with tbc 

excuÉJe fhat | had not ca Lied j 
him aoo-nenough. Only af ter 
aubmittlng a lettL-r to the , 
Chlef of hiava] Personnel 
In Washington tbrdugh thc- 
chaln uf comrnand was : 
leave extended fo me, 

4) Thé most outrageou :. and 
insultlng aspect of my 
transfer was when the 
j^quadron provtdöd me with 
a combination escort and 
chauffeur to accompany me 
and drive me to ihe dif¬ 
ferent check our poiniö on 
base. I was humihated when 
afier checking out of the 
barracks I artomptéd to 
mafce o telephont cali, hut 
was told by my escort That 
be was given Jnecructions 
to not aliow me # ts> do , 
anythlng like that *" Only 
after explainïng ro him ihar 
even acriminaluponarrest 
can make a reJephone call 
before being put In jail <3Jd , 
he allow me to usc a wle- 
phone and then for only 
afcfout pnemlnute before de- 
manding that [ end my con¬ 
versa tl on. 

Ëven after I broughi the 
above facts and more to 
the attention of tbe officials 
In the Navy, they still say 
my transfer Se. a normal 
transfer. Mr. President, I 
appeal to your sense of 
jubilee as a lawyer and to 
your c on Science as a human 
being and the leader of this 
greac lUüon to not only 
prevent my transfer hut the 
transfer and punlshment of 
others llke ma who ure 
"‘gullty' * 1 of one crime: be- ^ 
lleving that the Constltu- 
ilon is the suprème Law of 
the land, belle ving that we 
have rights of expresa ion 
as guaranceed tn the Bill 
of Rlghrs, and believing that 
as cltizens we shouJd be ^ 
protected when our rlghts 
are vlolatedi.

Todo Ibis the courl will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which ihe black 
defendant came We have been fc and are bemg Lried by all-while juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man 1 ' of ihe black 
community. 

I ft. We want land. bread, hmis)ng t educatlou, cloThmg, ju slice and peace. 
And as our major politica! objcellvc, a United Nalions-supcrmed plebis- 
rite to be held tfiruughuuL ihe black cobny in which only black coloniul 
siibjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose or deler mini mg the 
will of black people as in thdr natlonal destiny. 

Wh en, m Ihe course of hu man events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissülve the polilical bands which have connected thern with 
another. and to assunie, among the pmvers of the earth, the separate and

We hold these truths to he self-evident, that all men are crealed equal;
